The  epidemic  spread  over  the  whole  area  of  the  District,  and  could  not  be  traced  to  any  one 
place  as  the  first  to  start.  It  appeared  in  groups  of  villages,  one  group  following  another  at 
very  short  intervals. 

In  Chailey  Rural  District,  which  is  wide  and  scattered,  no  administrative  action  can  well 
be  taken  to  deal  with  so  large  an  outbreak.  There  are  no  places  of  amusement  to  be  closed,  and 
schools  are  closed  whenever  the  necessity  arises. 

The  only  Hospitals  in  the  area  are  the  Isolation  and  Small-pox  Hospitals. 

There  are  District  Nurses  provided  by  various  Associations  looking  after — 

(1)  Barcombe,  Hamsey  and  St.  John  Without. 

(2)  Beddingham,  Glynde  and  Firle. 

(3)  Chailey. 

(4)  Ditchling,  Streat  and  Westmeston. 

(5)  East  Chiltington  and  Plumpton. 

(6)  Ringmer. 

(7)  Newick. 

The  country  immediately  round  Lewes  is  supplied  by  the  Lewes  Nursing  Association,  and 
Wivelsfield  by  the  Haywards  Heath  Nursing  Association. 


There  is  no  arrangement  between  any  of  these  and  the  District  Council. 

Every  facility  is  provided,  free  of  expense,  for  doctors  who  practise  in  this  area  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  of  material  from  patients. 


There  has  been  no  systematic  treatment  by  vaccines  for  either  the  cure  or  prevention  of 
influenza.
